MINUTES 

OF  THE 

FOUI^TTH  fiNNUAL  (DSErpiNG. 

FIRST  SESSION. 
WiLMiNcnox,  N.  C,  8th  Aug.,  1883; 

The  Association  met  in  the  Hall  of  Germania  Lodge 
No.  4,  K.  of  P,  and  was  called  to  order  at  10  o'clock  A. 
M.  by  the  President,  W.  Simpson,  and  opened  with  prayer 
by  the  Rev.  J.  B.  Bobbitt. 

His  Honor,  Mayor  E.  D.  Hall,  then,  in  a  few  brief  and 
appropriate  remarks,  welcomed  the  association  to  the 
city,  and  was  followed  by  Mr.  W.  H.  Green,  who  spoke 
as  follows  : 

Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen  of  the  N.  C.  Pharmaceutical  Association  : 

In  behalf  of  the  Druggists  of  Wilmington,  and  by  their  request,  it  be- 
comes my  pleasant  duty  to  welcome  you  to  our  city,  and  to  extend  to  you 
our  hospitalities.  I  assure  you,  gentlemen,  we  feel  that  you  have  honored 
us  in  choosing  Wilmington  as  the  place  of  your  deliberations  ;  that  we  ap- 
preciate your  advent  among  us,  and  that  we  will  do  all  we  can  to  make 
your  visit  pleasant  and  agreeable.  Our  people  appreciate  your  efforts  to 
promote  the  advancement  of  Pharmaceutical  education,  and  are  satisfied 
that  your  labors  tend  to  the  usefulness  of  your  organization  and  the  main- 
tenance of  its  dignity. 

Let  our  proceedings  here  be  marked  by  intelligence  and  a  thorough  con- 
sideration for  personal  and  general  welfare.  Motives  like  these  guiding 
our  actions,  I  am  sure,  will  have  the  approval  and  warm  support  of  this  en"- 
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tire  community.  You  will  find  no  place  in  North  Carolina  more  zealous  than 
this  city  in  advocating  and  maintaining  the  interests  and  honor  of  our  people. 
In  years  gone  by  the  sons  of  New  Hanover  have  always  been  among  the 
foremost :  The  first  conflict  of  arms  in  our  State  after  the  militia  organiza- 
tion occcurred  in  this  county,  at  Moore's  Creek,  on  the  27t!i  of  February, 
1776.  Tiie  events  of  that  period,  and  the  recollections  of  those  th.it  cluster 
around  this  patriotic  city  in  later  years,  will  stimulate  other  sons  to  preserve 
the  record  of  their  glorious  ancestry. 

Fellow  Members,  I  again  bid  you  a  hearty  welcome  to  our  cit}',  hoping 
that  your  sojourn  among  us  may  be  both  agreeable  and  instructive,  and  then 
when  vou  return  to  your  homes  you  may  recall  your  visit  to  Wilmington 
with  pleasant  recollections.

when,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Corden,  the  Secretary  was  in- 
structed to  cast  an  affirmative  ballot  for  each  of  the  ap- 
plicants as  his  name  was  called  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. The  motion  was  carried,  the  Secretary  cast  the 
vote  as  directed,  and  the  President  declared  them  elected 
as  members  of  the  Association. 

The  President,  Mr.  W.  Simpson,  then  read  his  annual 
address  as  follows : 

Geiitlevien  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharviaceutical  Association  : 

We  are  permitted  by  a  kind  Providence  once  more  to  assemble  in  this. 
our  fourth  annual  meeting,  to  take  such  steps  as  shall  best  promote  the  in- 
terests of  our  Association,  elevate  the  profession  in  which  we  are  engaged, 
add  to  our  stock  of  pharmaceutical  knowledge,  and  promote  that  friendship 
and  kindly  feeling  which  a  personal  intercourse  with  one  another  is  so  well 
calculated  to  secure. 

When  I  look  around  me  and  see  so  many  familiar  faces  and  realize  the 
fact  that  but  for  the  formation  of  this  Association  we  might  have  remained 
strangers  one  to  another,  I  feel  that  it  is  well  worth  whatever  sacrifice  of 
time  and  of  labor  it  may  have  cost  to  bring  us  thus  together.     While  these 
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meetings  have  been  of  a  pleasant  character  to  us  personally,  there  are 
greater  results  than  the  formation  of  personal  friendships  to  be  striven  for  : 
there  are  duties  and  cbiigations  which  we  owe  to  the  public,  and  which  we 
are  called  en  to  perform,  in  endeavoring  to  protect  them  from  the  incompe- 
tent and  ignorant,  and  in  preventing  the  adulteration  of  drugs  and  medicines, 
upon  the  purity  of  which  tlie  success  of  the  physician  and  the  lives  of  the 
public  so  largely  depend. 

By  the  terms  of  our  Pharmacy  Act  every  person  is  held  "responsible  for 
the  quality  of  all  drugs,  chemicals  and  medicines  he  may  sell  or  dispense, 
with  the  exception  of  those  sold  in  the  original  package  of  the  manufacturer, 
and  those  known  as  patent  or  proprietary  medicines,  and  should  he  adulter- 
ate or  expose  for  sale,  knowing  the  same  to  be  adulterated,  any  such  drugs, 
medicines  or  chemicals,  he  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  con- 
viction thereof  he  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
dollars,  and,  in  addition,  his  name  shall  be  stricken  from  the  Register." 

"Rl  procuring  the  passage  of  the  said  act  it  will  be  seen  that  our  Associa- 
''l?6n  was  not  unmindful  of  its  obligations  to  the  public  and  that  it  was  en- 
deavoring, so  far  as  it  could,  to  protect  them.  This  is  also  evidenced  in  the 
fact  that  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  has  been  careful  in  granting  licenses  to  appli- 
cants, not  more  than  fifty  per  cent,  of  whom  passed  successfully  on  first  e.\- 
amination.  Applicants  for  license  will  soon  learn  that  more  will  be  required 
of  them  than  a  mere  three  years'  service  in  a  drug  store.  They  will  have  to 
become  familiar  with  the  principles  of  pharmacy,  chemistry  and  materia 
medica,  and,  in  consequence,  they  will  have  a  higher  appreciation  of  their 
profession,  and  at  the  same  time  inspire  the  public  with  greater  confidence 
in  their  abilities  as  pharmacists. 

So  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  learn,  the  Pharmacy  Act,  though  imperfect, 
has  received  the  approbation  of  a  large  majority  of  the  profession  and  lias 
been  very  generally  complied  with,  though  complaints  have  been  made  of 
a  disregard  of  some  of  its  requirements  by  some  pharmacists  of  the  State  : 
such,  for  instance,  as  the  selling  of  poisons  without  duly  labelling  and  enter- 
ing the  same  in  the  poison  register,  and  the  leaving  of  unregistered  persons 
in  charge  of  pharmacies  for  longer  or  shorter  periods. 

The  attention  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  having  been  called  to  these  fi\cts, 
it  was  discovered  that  by  reason  of  the  substitution  of  the  word  "act"  for 
"section"  in  Section  5  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  they  were  powerless  to  enforce 
its  penalties.  This  will  account  for  what  some  may  have  thought  indiflfer- 
ence  to  the  requirements  of  the  act,  or  lack  of  disposition  on  the  part  of 
the  Board  to  enforce  the  law.  The  defects  referred  to,  I  am  glad  to  .say, 
were  corrected  by  the  la.st  Legislature,  as  will  be  fully  set  forth  in  the  re- 
port of  the  Committee  on  Pharmacy  Law. 

Since  our  last  meeting  the  new  Pharmacopeia  has  been  i)ublished,  and  is 
doubtless  in  the  hands  of  every  member  present.  Advance  sheets  of  the 
work  were  circulated  among  the  members  at  our  last  meeting,  and  how  well 
the  favorable  opinions  they  inspired  have  been  realized  let  the  completed 
work  show.  It  would  be  but  natural  to  suppose  that  the  substitution  of 
parts  by  weight  for  parts  by  measure  would  elicit  opposition  and  provoke 
some  hostile  criticisms,  nor  can  it  be  denied   that  the  gravometric  is  more 
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troublesome  than  the  volumetric  system,  j-et  the  greater  degree  of  accuracy 
attained  by  the  former  should  surely  compensate  for  the  additional  labor 
bestowed.  The  careful  student  will  obstrvemany  improvements  in  the  new 
over  the  older  Pharmacopceia.  While  the  work  may  not  be  absolutely 
perfect,  I  venture  the  assertion  that  it  is  far  superior  to  any  work  of 
the  kind  in  the  English  language,  and,  may  I  not  truthfully  say,  to  any 
hitherto  published  ? 

The  question  has  been  asked,  "Under  which  king  shall  we  serve  ?"  To 
that  question  1  trust  this  Association  will  answer  in  unmistakable  terms. 
It  is  true  there  is  no  law  compelling  conformity  with  the  Pharmacopoeia,  and. 
by  the  genius  of  our  government,  cannot  be, yet  there /j  a  law— the  unwritten 
law  of  custom  and  usage,  which  has  had  the  voluntary  assent  and  support  of 
the  pharmacists  of  the  country  for  more  than  fifty  years— which  unmistaka- 
bly points  out  our  duty  in  the  premises.  I  hold  that  there  is  only  one  king 
to  whom  we  owe  allegiance  ;  that  ours,  being  a  limited  monarchy,  the  king 
of  1870  is  dead,  and  the  new  sovereign  of  1880  claims,  and  should  receive 
our  hearty  support. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  Committee  on  Revi.^ion  did  not  deem  it  wise 
to  formulate  a  set  of  maximum  doses,  especiall}-  of  the  more  potent  leme- 
dies.  While,  as  before  remarked,  there  is  no  law  compelling  an  adherence 
to  the  Pharmacopceia,  yet  if  the  committee  had  seen  proper  to  prescribe  a 
maximum  dose,  beyond  which  the  physician  be  requested  not  to  go  without 
affixing  some  sign  (an  exclamation  point  for  instance),  showing  that  he  is 
cognizant  of  and  intends  to  prescribe  a  larger  dose,  how  much  of  embar- 
rassment and  anxiety  would  be  saved  the  pharmacist.  While  we  may  do 
little  or  nothing  in  this  respect  with  the  country  at  large  may  we  not  do  some- 
thing in  our  own  State  ?  I  respectfully  suggest  that  a  resolution  embody- 
ing this  idea  be  transmitted  to  the  State  Medical  Society  by  this  Association 
with  the  request  that  they  urge  upon  their  members  the  importance  of  a 
compliance  therewith.  This,  as  you  are  aware,  is  no  new  idea,  but  is  re- 
garded as  of  such  importance  in  other  lands  as  to  cause  the  most  stringent 
laws  to  be  enacted  for  its  enforcement  and  heavy  penalties  prescribed  for 
its  violation. 

In  my  official  capacity,  as  your  presiding  officer,  I  received  a  ccmiiiunica- 
tion,  a  copy  of  which  is  appended,  from  J.  W.  Colcord,  Esq.,  Secretary  cf 
the  Massachusetts  State  Pharmaceutical  Association,  enclosing  a  call  for  a 
convention  to  meet  in  Washington,  D.  C,  on  Monday,  September  loth.  1883, 
for  the  purpose  of  forming  a  National  Retail  Druggists'  Association,  the 
object  of  which  is  to  take  such  action  as  shall  seem  best  to  protect  the  retail 
druggists  from  the  encroachments  of  the  dry  goods  and  other  merchants 
upon  his  legitimate  trade,  to  prevent  the  cutting  of  prices,  and  to  procure, 
if  possible,  relief  from  the  burdensome  and  unjust  taxation  under  which  we 
are  now  laboring.  I  was  asked  to  join  in  the  above  call,  and  to  bring  the 
matter  to  your  attention,  to  the  end  that  delegates  might  be  appointed  by 
you  to  the  proposed  convention, should  its  objects  and  aims  receive  your  ap- 
proval. 

In  answer  thereto,    I    freely    gave   my   assent  to   the  call,    which    was 
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duly  made,  and  which  contained  the  names  of  the  presidents  of  every  Phar- 
maceutical Association  in  the  Union,  also  those  of  the  President,  the  Secre- 
tary and  the  Treasurer  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association.  In 
accordance  with  the  above  request,  I  respectfully  suggest  that  a  committee 
of  five  be  appointed  to  represent  this  Association  in  said  convention. 

The  good  effects  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  are  seen  in  the  increased  attention 
given  to  study  by  the  young  men  now  entering  our  profession.  Some  who 
failed  to  pass  a  first  examination  before  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  have,  by 
closer  application,  fitted  themselves  to  pass  creditably  on  a  second  examina . 
tion,  and  will  doubtless  be  thankful  that  their  entrance  into  the  profession 
was  not  made  too  easy. 

In  order  to  advance  the  cause  of  Pharmaceutical  Education  and  to  aftbrd 
ihe  means  whereby  our  young  men  may  obtain  the  necessary  instruction, 
a  committee  was  appointed  at  cur  last  meeting  to  request  the  Legislature  to 
appropriate  a  sum  sufficient  to  establish  a  Chair  of  Pharmacy  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  the  State.  For  some  reason  the  committee  failed  to  meet,  or  did 
not  act  in  the  matter,  thinking,  probably,  that  the  time  was  inopportune. 
The  plan  proposed  by  the  Association  is  a  feasible  one,  and  if  a  Chair  of 
Pharmacy  were  established  and  a  professor  selected  whose  reputation  as  a 
pharmacist  would  be  a  guarantee  for  the  kind  of  instruction  to  be  given,  stu- 
dents would  be  attracted  to  the  school,  and  the  means  w^ould  be  afforded 
many  to  obtain  an  education,  which  the  cost  incident  to  instruction  in  a 
Northern  college  of  pharmacy  would  effectually  prevent.  We  have  already 
a  Chair  of  Chemistry  and  one  of  Botany  at  the  University.  An  additional 
one  of  Pharmacy  would  make  the  School  complete. 

Should  it  be  the  pleasure  of  the  Association  to  continue  the  Committee  on 
Education,  and  should  the  Legislature  make  the  necessary  appropriation  to 
sustain  the  Chair  of  Pharmacy,  I  would  respectfully  suggest  that  your  com- 
mittee be  requested  to  confer  with  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Uni- 
versity, with  a  view  to  the  joint  selection  of  a  Professor  of  Pharmacy. 

A  word  here  of  the  wonderful  resources  of  our  State  in  the  vegetable 
kingdom,  especially  the  medicinal  plants,  may  not  be  amiss.  The  fact  that 
a  paper  on  the  subject  will  be  read  at  this  meeting  prevents  more  than  an 
allusion  to  it  at  this  time.  In  order  that  one  may  have  an  idea  of  the  re- 
markable growth  in  the  collection  of  medicinal  herbs,  &c.,  in  our  State,  1 
will  say,  that  about  ten  or  twelve  years  ago,  when  the  collection  and  ship- 
ping of  indigenous  drugs  was  began,  about  two  hundred  varieties  were  col- 
lected. Since  that  time  the  number  has  grown  to  more  than  two  thousand 
varieties,  five  hundred  of  which  are  officinal.  The  money  value  of  these 
plants  runs  up  into  millions  of  dollars,  and  I  am  credibly  informed  that 
the  varieties  exceed  in  number  those  of  all  the  other  States  of  the  Union 
combined,  offering  a  field  for  the  botanist  unequalled  in  this  country. 

Since  our  last  meeting  we  have  been  relieved  of  the  unjust  and  burden- 
some stamp  tax  on  medicines,  &c.,  under  which  we  have  labored  for  so 
many  years,  and  for  the  removal  of  which  I  trust  we  are  duly  thankful. 
Now  let  us  address  ourselves  to  the  task  of  having  the  law  taxing  alco- 
hol so  modified  that  the  legitimate  wants  of  the  pharmacist  can  be  supplied 
without  paying  the  onerous  tax  now  required. 
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I  will  state  that  the  by-law  requiring  the  Treasurer  to  give  a  bond  of 
|i,ooo  to  the  Association  has  been  complied  with,  and  the  bond  is  now  in 
my  possession.  From  the  report  of  our  worthy  Treasurer  it  will  be  seen 
that  our  Association  is  in  a  prosperous  condition  financially,  and  the  re- 
port of  our  Secretary  will  show  that,  in  point  of  numbers,  we  have  been 
steadily  advancing.  The  large  number  now  in  attendance,  notwithstanding 
the  disadvantage  incident  to  a  meeting  so  far  removed  from  a  central  point 
in  our  State,  bespeaks  an  interest  in  our  Association  which  should  give  us 
the  greatest  encouragement  as  to  its  future. 

I  regret  to  announce  the  death  of  one  of  our  members  since  our  la.st  meet- 
ing. Appropriate  resolutions  will  be  presented  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Now  that  the  time  has  arrived  for  surrendering  into  the  hands  of  my  suc- 
cessor the  office  with  which  you  have  been  pleased  to  honor  me,  permit  me 
to  thank  you  for  the  hearty  support  rendered  and  the  uniform  courtesy 
shown  me  during  my  term  of  service,  both  of  which  have  tended  to  make 
its  duties  light  and  agreeable.

SECRETARY'S  REPORT. 

Afr.  President  and  Gentlemen  of  the  N.  C.  Pharviaceutical  Association  : 

Gentlemen— The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  show  that  at  its  close  there 
were  171  membersof  the  Association,  but  I  find  that  Mr.  Geo.  C.  Goodman 
of  Mooresville  and  Mr.  G.  L.  Kerby  of  Goldsboro  hold  Certificates  of 
Membership  given  at  the  Newbern  meeting  (in  iSSi),  although  the  proceed- 
ings of  that  year  make  no  mention  of  the  fact.  I  will  therfore  add  their 
names  to  the  roll  this  year. 

Mr.  J.  W.  Berryman  of  Jonesboro  sent  in  his  resignation  as  a  member  of  the 
Association  at  our  last  meeting,  but  no  action  was  taken  on  account  of  his 
failure  to  return  his  Certificate  of  Membership.  Some  action  will  have  to 
be  taken  on  his  resignation,  for  Mr  Berryman  says  he  has  never  been  able 
to  find  his  Certificate,  and,  as  he  is  out  of  the  drug  business,  he  does  not 
wish  to  continue  his  membership.

REPORT  OF  BUSINESS  COMMITTEE. 

The  Business  Committee  made  a  verbal  report^  stating  that  they  had 
found  no  unfinished  business  from  last  meeting. 
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Mr.  W.  H.  Green  offered  the  following,  which  was 
adopted : 

Resolved^  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  by  the  President  to 
confer  with  the  committee  from  the  North  CaroHna  Medical  Society  in  re- 
gard to  dispensing  poisons. 

Messrs.  W.  H.  Green,  J.  K.  Mclhenny  and  E.  M.  Na- 
dal  were  appointed  as  said  committee. 

The  Association  was  invited  to  hold  its  next  meeting 
by  the  druggists  of  each  of  the  following  places,  viz  : 
Charlotte,  Greensboro  and  Morganton,  when,  on  motion, 
the  vote  was  taken  by  ballot.  Messrs.  Hargrave  and  Zoeller 
were  appointed  tellers,  and,  on  the  ballot  being  counted, 
Charlotte  was  found  to  have  received  the  largest  number 
of  votes,  and  was  selected  as  the  place  of  ournext  meeting. 

Mr.  Corden  moved  that  a  committee  of  five  be  appoint- 
ed to  report  on  the  articles  placed  on  exhibition. 

Messrs.  J.  G.  M.  Corden,  J.  H.  Hill,  J.  J.  Johnson,  V. 
O.  Thompson  and  W.  H.  Bobbitt  were  appointed  as  said 
committee. 

Mr.  W.  H.  Green  presented  the  report  of  the  State 
Board  of  Pharmacy,  which  was,  on  motion,  received  and 
ordered  spread  upon  the  minutes. 

REPORT  OF  THE  STATE  BOARD  OF  PHARMACY. 
To  the  N.  C.  Pharmaceutical  Association  : 

Gentlemen  :  In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Pharmacy  Act 
the  Board  of  Pharmacy  respectfully  submit  the  following  : 

Two  meetings  have  been  held  since  the  last  report — the  first  one  at  Win- 
ston, August  9th,  18S2.  Three  applicants  for  license  presented  themselves 
at  this  meeting  for  examination,  one  of  which  passed.  There  were  also 
tiiree  applications  for  registration.  These,  being  in  proper  form  and  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  law,  were  duly  registered.  After  transacting  routine 
business  the  meeting  adjourned,  all  members  being  present. 

The  next  meetmg,  being  the  fifth  since  our  organization,  was  held  in  Golds- 
boro  May  9th,  1883.  Mr.  A.  S.  Lee  having  been  retired,  according  to  sec. 
6th  Pharmacy  Act,  after  serving  out  his  term  of  one  year,  the  vacancy  hav- 
ing been  filled  by  Mr.  John  Tull,  appointed  by  the  Governor,  the  Board  is 
now  composed  of  the  following  members  :  E.  M.  Nadal,  E.  H.  Meadows, 
William  Simpson,  John  Tull  and  William  H.  Green.     There  were  present  at 
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this  meeting  Messrs.  Nadal,  Meadows  and  Green.  Four  candidates  pre- 
sented themselves  for  examination,  two  of  which  passed.  After  transacting 
the  usual  business  the  Board  adjourned,  to  meet  in  the  city  of  Wilmington 
August  Sth,  1883. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  our  Association  we  were  authorized  to  make  such 
amendments  to  the  Pharmacy  Law  as  were  deemed  necessary.  This  mat- 
ter having  occupied  much  of  the  attention  of  the  Board,  a  bill  was  drawn  up 
and  presented  to  the  Legislature,  with  the  view  of  securing  a  more  perfect 
law.  The  following  is  a  synopsis  of  the  changes  which  were  proposed  in 
the  bill  so  prepared  :  that  the  word  "act,'  in  the  fifth  section  be  stricken  out 
and  the  word  'section"  be  substituted,  and  that  in  the  same  section  all  after 
the  word  "act"  down  to  the  word  "licentiates"  be  stricken  out,  so  that  the 
sentence  would  read  as  follows  :  "Provided  nothing  in  this  section  shall 
apply  to  any  person  or  persons  in  business  on  their  own  account  upon  the 
passage  of  this  act."  That  in  the  Sth  section  the  words  "fifty  cents"  be 
stricken  out  and  the  words  "one  dollar"  substituted."  That  section  4  be 
amended  by  striking  out  all  after  the  word  "registered"  down  to  the  word 
"shall."  A  new  section  was  added  to  the  bill,  making  it  the  duty  of  the 
sheriff  ot  each  county  to  call  upon  every  druggist  or  pharmacist  who,  by 
law,  was  required  to  have  his  certificate  If  he  found  that  they  did  not  hold 
a  proper  certificate  he  was  by  the  proposed  bill  required  to  report  the  same 
to  the  solicitor  ol  the  district,  whose  duty  it  was  made  to  prosecute  accord- 
ing to  law ;  and  the  sheriff,  upon  every  failure  to  comply  with  the  provisions 
of  the  bill  was  made  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  subject  to  fine  or  im- 
prisonment, or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

This  bill  failed  to  pass.  It  was  favorably  reported  by  the  Senate  Com- 
mittee, placed  upon  the  calendar  and  passed  that  body  with  but  little  oppo- 
sition. In  due  course  of  legislative  proceedings  it  was  sent  to  the  House, 
placed  upon  the  calendar,  but  was  not  called  up  until  the  last  day  of  the 
session,  when,  to  our  great  surprise,  it  could  not  anywhere  be  found.  Wheth- 
er it  was  purposely  removed  or  accidentally  lost  there  was,  of  course,  no 
way  to  determine.  An  earnest  effort  was  made  to  find  it,  but  without  suc- 
cess. Mr.  Simpson,  the  Secretary  of  the  Board,  being  present,  had  a  bill 
hurriedly  drawn  up,  embodying,  as  well  as  he  could  remember,  the  amend- 
ments contained  in  tlie  lost  bill,  and  this  bill  was  hurriedly  passed  through 
both  Houses  a  short  time  before  their  adjournment.  The  bill  as  passed 
contained  amendments  to  the  original  law,  which  will,  in  a  measure,  we  are 
advised,  answer  the  same  purpose  as  the  amendments  contained  in  the  lost 
bill,  with  one  e.xception.  In  section  five  of  the  act  incorporating  our  Asso- 
ciation regular  practicing  physicians  are  excepted  from  the  provisions  of 
that  section.  The  bill  that  was  lost  repealed  the  excepting  clause  of  the 
section  and  placed  practicing  physicians  on  the  same  footing  as  regular 
])harmacists. 

We  thought  tliese  amendments  were  absolutely  necessary  to  secure  the 
successful  operation  of  the  Pharmacy  Act.

SECOND  SESSION. 

Wednesday  Afternoon,  8th  August,   1883. 

The  President  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  3  o'clock 
P.  M. 

The  minutes  of  the  morning  session  were  read  and 
approved. 

The  Executive  Committee  then  made  their  report  as 
follows  : 

REPORT  OF  executive  COMMITTEE. 

To  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association  : 

Gentlemen  :  In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  our  By-Laws  your 
Executive  Committee  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report : 

The  publication  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  last  annual  meeting,  which  was 
left  with  your  committee,  was  attended  to,  and  one  copy  mailed  to  each 
member,  as  you  see  from  the  Secretary's  report.  The  committee  desire  to 
state  that  the  proceedings  of  last  meeting  would  have  been  ful'er  but  for  the 
fact  that  the  present  Secretary  had  to  write  the  procedings  from  memory 
and  the  notes  of  the  former  Secretary. 

One  resignation  has  been  presented— that  of  Mr.  J.  \\.  Berryman.  At 
our  last  meeting  the  Executive  Committee  declined  to  accept  his  resignation 
because  his  Certificate  of  Membership  was  not  returned  with  his  resigna-  " 
tion.  He  has  written  to  the  Secretary,  stating  that  he  had  lost  his  certifi- 
cate. In  consideration  of  this  fact  we  recommend  that  his  resignation  be 
accepted. 

With  regret  we  report  the  death  of  one  m amber  since  our  last  meeting  :  ^  ,  . 

Benjamin  Grymes,  born  at  Selma,  Orange  county,  Va.,  March,  1S56,  died^""-  ^ 
at  Gordonsviile,  Va.,  Dec.  21,  1882.     At  the  age  of  sixteen  the  subject  of 
this  sketch  entered  the  drug  profession  and  remained  with  H.  G.  Taliaferro 
&  Co.  of  Orange  C.  H.,  Va.,  for  four  years.     His  services  were  then  secured 
by  H.  A.  Wiseman  of  Danville,  Va.     Here  he  remained  until  December, 
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1879,  at  which  time  he  came  to  Asheville  and  established  the  house  of 
Wiseman  &  Grymes,  and  in  November,  1880,  he  bought  out  the  interest  of 
Mr.  Wiseman  and  became  sole  proprietor  of  the  establishment.  He  became 
a  member  of  the  Association  at  our  meeting  in  Winston,  August  9,  1882 
Benjamin  Grymes  was  a  man  to  make  friends  and  to  hold  them  ;  a  man 
who,  by  strict  attention  to  the  details  of  his  business  and  close  application 
to  study,  won  the  confidence  and  esteem  of  all  who  knew  him,  and  built  up 
for  himself  an  enviable  reputation  as  a  druggist,  a  gentleman  and  a  business 
man  throughout  Western  Carolina.  Under  the  close  attention  to  his  busi- 
ness his  health  gave  way  in  August,  1882,  but  not  until  a  week  or  two  before 
his  death  could  he  be  induced  to  leave  the  profession  he  loved  so  well,  even 
to  seek  the  rest  he  so  much  needed.  Finally  he  reached  his  home  on  the 
nth  of  December,  where,  ten  days  later,  surrounded  by  mother  and  those 
most  dear,  his  spirit  returned  to  God,  Who  gave  it  being.  And  thus  passed 
away  a  member  of  this  Association  who  was  devoted  to  the  profession  and 
broke  down  his  health  in  its  cause.  As  a  man  he  was  congenial  and  polite, 
ever  ready  to  serve  his  friends  in  any  way — his  own  comfort  was  second  in 
his  thoughts.  Energetic  in  all  things,  faithful  in  all  things,  good,  kind  and 
true,  he  died,  leaving  hosts  of  those  who  mourn   their  loss. 

We  also  report   that  we  have  examined  eleven  applications  for  member- 
.  ship.     Our  membership  at  close  of  last  meeting  was  173.     Eleven  additions 
at  this  meeting  and  a  loss  by  death  of  one  and  by  resignation  one  leaves 
present  membership  182. 

Several  delinquents  have  been  reported  by  the  Treasurer.  We  recom- 
mend that  a  circular  letter  be  sent  to  each,statingthepenalty  of  a  non-com- 
pliance with  the  law  and  the  amount  due,  and  that  final  action  be  taken 
ll  next  meeting

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  PRESIDENT'S  ADDRESS. 

To  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association  : 

Your  committee  appointed  to  consider  the  suggestions  contained  in  the 
very  able  address  of  President  Simpson  beg  leave  to  submit  tlie  following  : 

Regarding  the  Pharmacopoeia  of  1870  and  1880  we  fully  concur  in  his  idea 
that  the  Pharmacopoeia  of  1880  is  the  true  standard,  and  should  be  accord- 
ingly followed  by  all  members  of  our  body  and  all  regular  physicians. 

As  regards  the  matter  of  the  prescribing  more  than  maximum  doses  by 
physicians  vve  beg  to  offer  the  following  resolution,  the  same  to  be  transmit- 
ted, at  their  next  meeting,  to  the  members  of  the  N.  C.  State  Medical  So- 
ciety : 

Whereas,  the  prescribing  of  large  doses  of  potent  remedies  is  frequently 
a  cause  of  much  embarrassment  and  annoyance  to  pharmacists,  regarding 
the  advisability  of  dispensing  the  same  without  first  consulting  the  pre- 
scriber,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  N.  C.  P.  A.  respectfully  request  all  physicians  in  pre- 
scribing such  drugs  to  attach  some  device  or  by  other  means  indicate  they 
are  aware  of  the  unusual  dose  that  they  are  prescribing. 

We  concur  in  the  aims  and  objects,  as  stated  in  the  address,  of  the  Na- 
tional Retail  Drug  Association,  and  we  endoise  the  suggestion  that  a  dele- 
gation be  appointed. 

Regarding  the  conference  of  the  Committee  on  Education  with  the  Trus- 
tees of  the  State  University,  we  consider  premature,  inasmuch  as  the  com- 
mittee have  not  yet  had  an  opportunity  of  presenting  our  appeal  for  the  es- 
tablishment of  a  Chair  of  Pharmacy  at  the  University  to  the  Legislature.

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Mr.  E.  V.  Zoeller  made  his  report  as  delegate  to  the 
American  Pharmaceutical  Association,  which  was  read 
and  ordered  printed  with  the  proceedings  : 

Mr.  President  and  Fellow  Members  of  the  A.  C.  rharmaceiitical  Association  : 

The  thirtieth  annual  meeting  of  the  American  Pl:armaceutical  Associa- 
tion convened  in  the  ball  room  of  the  Cataract  House  at  Niagara  Falls,  N. 
v.,  on  the  12th  of  September  last,  and  held  its  various  sessions  during  that 
and  the  three  dajs  following. 

Your  delegate  arrived  on  the  evening  previous  from  New  York  city  much 
f'.tigued  after  an  entire  day's  and  the  better  half  of  a  night's  continuous  rail 
ride,  including  a  delay  of  three  hours,  the  train  being  that  length  of  time 
behind  its  schedule.  The  President,  together  with  all  of  the  other  principal 
officers  were  at  their  posts.  The  meeting  was  well  attended,  the  gathering 
being  at  least  as  laige,  if  not  larger,  than  any  of  former  years.  All  sections 
of  our  country  and  Canada  were  represented  e.\cept  the  e.xtreme  Western 
States.  Delegates  from  forty-five  different  Societies  were  in  attendance. 
Nineteen  of  tliese  represented  State  Societies.  The  writer,  hovvever,  was 
the  only  delegate  or  member  present  from  North  Carolina,  the  remainder  of 
your  delegation  being  unavoidably  absent. 

The  aJdress  of  President  Bedford  was  able  and  well  received.  He  re- 
counted the  history  of  the  Association  from  its  organization  in  1S52,  when  it 
had  but  twenty-five  members,  to  its  present  degree  of  prosperity  and  use- 
fulness with  a  membership  of  1500.  Of  the  original  members  but  seven  or 
eight  were  yet  Fu'l.!^,  o:ie  of  w^i^.n,  Mr.  Ch  iries  A.  Heinitsch  of  Lancaster, 
Pa.,  was  present,  and  was,  later  on  in  the  proceedings,  elected  to  the  Presi- 
dency— a  most  fitting  choice. 

President  Bedford  stated  that  during  the  year  past  State  Pharmaceutical 
Associations  had  been  formed  in  Massachusetts,  Indiana,  Virginia,  Louisiana 
and  Nebraska,  and  thatthe  various  Associations  throughout  the  Union  were 
amply  fulfilling  all  that  was  expected  of  them.  The  membership  of  all  State 
Associations  is  about  5000.  Allusion  was  made  to  the  fact  that  the  interest 
taken  in  the  State  Associations  was  detracting  from  the  American  Associa- 
tion in  a  less  contribution  than  formerly  of  essays  and  scientific  investiga- 
tions, authors  contributing  such  papers  to  the  State  Society  of  which  they 
were  members.  Were  it  otherwise  they  would  have  become  the  property  of 
the  American  Association.  "The  main  objects  of  State  Associations,"  he 
said,  "is  to  seek  State  aid  and  protection  for  those  engaged  in  pharmacy  by 
the  enactment  of  reasonable  pharmacy  laws ;  to  foster  friendship  amongst 
its  members  by  settling  the  unpleasant  features  of  trade  opposition  and  com- 
petition ;  to  arrange  amicably  the  animosities  that  too  frequently  arise  from 
thoughtless  ambition  or  other  motives  that  may  tend  to  demoralize  a  portion 
of  its  members  into  trade  methods  that  do  harm  to  sound  business  enter- 
prise and  wrong  their  neighbor  by  questionable  methods  of  business  con- 
duct ;  to  foster  and  secure  better  methods  of  instructing  apprentices  and 
cleiks  ;  to  train  those  who  h:ive  rather  given  their  time  to  business  details  ; 
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to  look  more  thoroughly  than  before  to  the  demands  of  education  for  them- 
selves and  their  employes,  and  so  to  elevate  the  standard  of  pharmacy.  The 
higher  aim  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association  should  be  to  gather 
the  facts  of  scientific  research  and  knowledge  that  are  constantly  develop- 
ing, and  make  that  the  practical  scientific  body  which  more  fitly  reflects  the 
advanced  status  of  pharmacy,  and  make  its  proceedings  the  chosen  recep- 
tacle of  the  best  thought,  research  and  experiment,  that  it  may  have  perma- 
nence and  value."  He  also  stated  that  boards  of  pharmacy  organized  under 
State  laws,  and  which  were  the  result  of  action  of  State  associations,  existed 
in  Maine,  New  Hampshire,  Connecticut,  Rhode  Island,  New  Jersey,  West 
Virginia,  North  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Georgia,  Alabama,  Iowa,  Illinois, 
Wisconsin,  Missouri  and  Kentucky.  The  pharmacy  laws  in  existence  were 
all  based  upon  a  report  of  a  "Committee  on  Pharmacy  Laws,"  made  to  the 
American  Pharmaceutical  Association  in  i860,  and  none  are  now  superior  to 
the  law  recommended  by  that  committee.  The  feasibility  of  obtaining  uni- 
form laws  was  almost  impossible,  due  to  the  perversene.'^s  of  Legislators, 
as  he  expressed  it.  To  make  the  Certificates  of  Proficiency  from  different 
State  Boards  interchangeable  he  also  did  not  deem  feasible  or  wise,  but, 
to  the  contrary,  would  be,  in  some  cases,  a  positive  error.  There  should  be 
a  difference  in  the  standing  of  one  who  has  passed  under  a  stringent  law  and 
been  subjected  to  a  critical  examination  and  one  who  has  passed  under  a 
lax  law  and  a  superficial  examination. 

In  addition  to  the  duly  accredited  delegates  there  was  also  present  a  del- 
egation from  the  Western  Wholesale  Druggists'  Association,  but  were  not 
admitted  because  they  represented  a  body  of  traders  or  drug  merchants, 
making  no  scientific  or  professional  pretensions  whatever,  and  were  conse- 
quently not  entitled  to  representation.  They  were,  however,  invited  to  the 
courtesies  of  the  floor,  which  they  accepted. 

In  accordance  with  a  resolution  passed  at  this  meeting,  hereafter  all  Asso- 
ciations entitled  to  representation  should  forward  the  credentials  of  their 
delegates  to  the  Permanent  Secretary  at  least  two  weeks  betore  the  time  of 
the  annual  meeting. 

This  meeting  offered  the  second  opportunity  and,  from  the  large  amount 
of  business  and  attendance,  a  good  test  to  note  the  practical  working  of  the 
recently  organized  Council.  Many  of  you  who  have  attended  meetings  of 
the  Association,  years  back,  especially  the  Saratoga  meeting,  can  well  recol- 
lect the  precious  time  spent  in  wrangling  over  some  point,  of  business  inter- 
est only,  the  discussion  of  which  was  of  little  benefit  to  any  one,  but  many 
times  of  positive  harm  in  causing  ill  feeling  between  the  disputants,  and  in 
driving  many  members,  who  did  not  care  to  listen  to  a  debate  on  such  mat- 
ters, from  the  meeting  hall,  thereby  causing  them  at  times  to  miss  much  that 
was  of  real  value  which  had  transpired  during  their  absence.  This  state  of 
affairs  affected  most  unpleasantly  those  members  who  had  come  from  a  dis- 
tance. All  strictly  business  matters  are  now  transacted  by  the  Council  and 
come  before  the  Association  only  in  the  shape  of  a  report  for  its  approval. 
This  procedure  brings  only  matters  of  scientific  interest  and  of  general  im- 
portance directly  before  the  Association. 
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Your  Delegate  would  particularly  urge  such  of  you  who  are  members  of 
the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association  that  can  possibly  do  so  to  attend 
the  meetings,  assuring  you  that  your  time  and  money  will  be  repaid  mani- 
fold in  various  ways.  The  next  meeting  will  be  held  comparatively  near 
by  :  at  Washington  City,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  September  next.  To 
such  of  you  who  are  not  members  he  would  urge  to  join  at  first  opportunity. 
By  doing  so  you  would  not  only  be  helping  a  most  laudable  cause  but  at- 
tach honor  to  yourselves  and  to  the  community  in  which  you  reside.  You 
would  also  derive  a  direct  pecuniary  profit  from  the  report  of  Prof.  Diehl, 
on  tli^e  "Progress  of  Pharmacy,"  which  yearly  appears,  together  with  other 
much  serviceable  matter,  in  the  Proceedings.  I  dare  say  that  the  sources 
from  which  the  matter  in  this  report  is  procured  could  not  be  obtained  for 
less  than  seventy-five  or  one  hundred  dollars,  the  useful  part  of  which  you 
would  secure  for  only  five  dollars.  But,  aside  from  the  money  value  of  this 
report,  you  would  also  obtain  the  priceless  services  of  Prof.  Diehl's  knowl- 
edge and  experience  in  culling  and  arranging  all  this  valuable  matter  in 
compact  form  for  preservation  and  ready  reference.  In  owning  this  report 
you  will  also  derive  much  satisfaction  in  knowing  that  there  is  no  similar 
production  that  excels  it,  and  that  it  is  all  the  workof  an  American  pharma- 
cist. In  fewer  words,  this  report  is  in  accord  with  its  title,  being  a  compli- 
lation  of  a  year's  stride  in  pharmacy,  not  only  of  America  but  of  the  entire 
world, 

During  the  meeting  one  hundred  and  tiiirty-five  new  members  were  added 
to  the  roll,  among  whom  were  Messrs.  Vaughn,  Cordon  and  .Sedberry  of 
our  own  State  and  Association. 

Prof.  W.  B.  Carpenter  of  London,  England,  ( the  eminent  microscopist  and 
naturalist,  whom  many  of  you  doubtless  know  by  reputation  at  least, 
through  his  authoritative  physiological  writings  and  by  his  unequalled  work 
entitled  "The  Revelations  of  the  Microscope,"  who  had  been  attending  the 
meeting  of  the  American  Science  Association  at  Montreal,  and  was  enjoying 
the  sight  of  one  of  Nature's  greatest  wonders  at  this  place,)  was  invited  to 
pay  the  assemblage  a  visit  This  he  gladly  did,  entertaining  the  meeting 
with  a  well  worded  and  an  unusually  sensible  address.  In  the  course  of  his 
remarks  he  referred  to  the  time  when  the  advance  of  Preventive  Medicine 
would  be  such  as  to  do  away  with  our  calling— when  people  will  simnly  wear 
out  like  a  machine  and  die  of  old  age.  There  will  be  no  need  of  pharma- 
cists, and,  for  all  that,  doctors  neither.  By  way  of  consolation  he  smilingly 
said  that  we  of  the  present  generation  need  have  no  fear  ot  losing  our 
calling  or  vested  capital  on  this  score. 

The  exhibition  of  drugs,  chemicals,  pharmaceutical  preparations  and  ap- 
pliances and  other  articles  connected  with  the  trade  feature  of  our  profession 
was  extensive  and  varied.  Over  fifty  exhibitors  were  represented.  These 
exhibitions  are  an  important  feature  connected  with  the  Association,  and  arc 
always  of  much  interest,  particularly  to  those  members  who  have  not  the 
advantage  of  a  city  residence,  inasmuch  as  here  can  generally  be  seen  all 
the  recent  additions  in  every  legitimate  branch  connected  with  our  calling. 
Among  the  articles  noted  by  your  delegate  was  the  Patent  Percolator  and 
P'iltering  Apparatus  of  our  worthy  fellow  member,  Mr.  S.  J.  Hinsdale. 
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The  inviting  programme  projected  by  the  Entertainment  Committee  was, 
with  th  eexception  of  a  few  unforeseen  though  unpleasant  occurrences,  fully 
carried  out.  It  consisted  of  vocal  and  instrumental  concerts,  ball,  banquet 
and  visits  to  some  of  the  many  points  of  natural  scenery  abounding  in  the 
vicinity,  all  of  which  being  so  arranged  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  regular 
business  of  the  Association.  The  method  by  which  the  American  Pharma- 
ceutical Association  secure  pleasure  and  social  enjoyment  in  connection 
with  its  regular  business  is  commendable,  and  might  profitably  be  adopted 
by  our  own  body.  This  entertainment  committee  arranges  in  advance  and 
at  its  own  discretion  such  social  features  at  a  given  meeting  as  it  believes 
will  provide  most  enjoyment  to  the  members  in  attendance.  From  the  cost 
of  the  proposed  entertainments,  and  from  the  number  of  members  who  are 
expected  to  attend  and  participate  therein,  a  fee  is  reckoned  and  tickets  is- 
sued in  accordance.  The  possessor  of  a  ticket  is  entitled  to  take  part  in 
all  the  features  mapped  out  by  the  committee.  This  "pay  as  you  go"  ar- 
rangement has  several  excellent  features.  The  cost  of  social  enjoyment  at 
a  meeting  is  reduced  to  its  minimum.  No  one  feels  any  embarrassment  or 
obligation  to  any  one,  all  being  on  exactly  the  same  footing.  Members  and 
residents  of  cities  or  towns  in  which  the  annual  meeting  may  occur  need 
have  no  hesitation  in  extending  invitations  on  account  of  cost  should  they  be 
accepted,  the  burden  of  expense  being  borne  by  the  attending  members. 

This  committee  also  arranges  for  several  excursions  at  reduced  rates  over 
different  routes,  thereby  allowing  participants  an  opportunity  of  selecting  a 
route  which  to  them  may  be  for  special  reasons  more  desirable.  Your  del- 
egate, together  with  many  other  members,  upon  adjournment  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, selected  a  route  so  proposed,  extending  over  several  days,  starting 
from  Niagara  by  rail  to  Lake  Ontario,  crossing  to  Toronto,  thence  down  the 
St.  Lawrence  river,  through  the  Thousand  Islands  and  through  the  Rapids 
to  Montreal  and  Quebec  ;  from  Quebec  returning  to  Montreal,  and  from 
thence  to  New  York  city  via  Lakes  Champlain  and  George,  Saratoga 
Springs,  Albany  and  down  the  Hudson  river. 

At  Montreal  a  visit  was  paid  an  establishment  which  we  were  told  was  the 
largest  wholesale  drug  house  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada.  The  same  made 
a  most  unfavorable  impression  upon  your  Delegate,  for  it  was  the  dirtiest, 
most  misarranged  and  non-enterprising  establishment  of  its  character  he 
had  ever  witnessed.  The  laboratory  of  this  establishment  was  indicative  of 
neglect  and  shiftlessness  in  their  truest  forms.  However  the  retail  drug- 
gists and  pharmacists  had  some  well  arranged  and  pretty  establishments  ; 
also  an  excellent  custom  of  early  closing  and  few  Sunday  hours,  usually  from 
9  to  lo  A.  M.  and  3  to  5  P.  M.— all  this  in  a  city  of  100,000  inhabitants. 

In  the  French  settlements  it  was  noticed  that  the  time-honored  insigniaof 
the  apothecary,  the  "mortar  and  pestle,"  had  been  appropriated  by  the 
physician,  or  else  still  retained  from  a  sluggishness  to  advance  with  their 
more  progressive  brethren  from  that  afar  back  time  when  the  calling  of 
apothecary  and  physician  were  identical.  This  custom,  we  were  told,  had 
been  brought  by  the  earlier  settlers  from  France. 

Your  Delegate  could  extend  his  own  observations  indefinitely,  much  of 
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which  would,  however,  doubtless  be  of  little  interest,  so  he  has  endeavored 
to  confine  his  remarks  to  some  of  the  most  important  only. 

In  conclusion  we  will  stale  that  after  spending  a  very  pleasant  vacation 
our  return  home  was  timely,  and  though  we  possessed  less  wealth  we  found 
ourselves  much  improved  both  in  mind  and  body,  which  are  priceless.

Replies  to  Queries  Nos.  3,  7  and  9,  by  Mr.  R.  Berry- 
then  read  and  ordered  (by  the  Executive  Committee)  pub- 
lished with  the  proceedings  : 

QUERY  No.  3. 

"Do  the  emulsions  on  the  market  contain  the  amount  of  fixed  oil  claimed 

for  them  ?" 

Answer— Owing  to  other  matters  pressing  for  attention  a  sufficient  num- 
ber of  specimens  to  form  a  general  answer  have  not  been  examined.  Test- 
ing various  processes  consumed  most  ot  the  time  given  to  the  su!)ject.  The 
processes  recommended  are — 

ist.  Evaporation  of  the  water. 

2d.  Precipitation  of  the  Emulsiant. 

3d.  Direct  recovery  of  the  oil. 

In  the  only  specimen  examined  (a  standard  and  well  known  brand)  the 
emulsiant  proved  to  be  Pectin,  probably  derived  from  Carrageen,  being 
precipitable  by  Liq.  Plumbi  Subacet,  and  not  by  Alcohol  or  Tr.  Ferri  Per- 
chlore,  as  would  have  been  the  case  had  the  emulsiant  been  a  mucilage  of 

gum- 
By  the  first  process  one  fluid  ounce  Emulsion  Cod  Liver  Oil  was  evapora- 
ted in  a  beaker  glass  till  the  water  was  driven  off  and  the  pectin  condensed, 
the  free  oil  drawn  off  by  pipette,  residue  washed  with  Ether  Concent,  till 
free  from  oil,  the  ether  evaporated  from  the  oil  till  all  ethereal  or  alcoholic 
vapors  are  dissipated.  Result:  Half  fluid  ounce  Cod  Liver  Oil,  limpid  and 
free  from  flocculi  or  sediment. 

By  the  second  process  two  ounces  Cod  Liver  Oil  Emulsion  shaken  thor- 
oughly with  a  sufficient  quantity  of  Liq.  Plumbi  Subacct  to  precipitate  the 
pectin.  Place  whole  on  a  filter  and  aJow  the  water  to  separate,  then 
transfer  the  magma  from  the  filter  to  a  porcelain  capsule  or  beaker  glass 
and  dry  out— the  moisture  pipette  off  the  oil,  and  wash  with  ether  as 
before,  having  previously  thoroughly  washed  the  filter  with  ether  and 
added  the  washings  to  the  other  ethereal  solution  of  oil  to  be  placed  in  the 
sand  bath.  Result :  One  ounce  Cod  Liver  Oil. 

By  the  third  process  simply  shake,  say  two  fluid  oz.  emulsion  of  the  oil 
with  one-halfoz.  ether  concent.,  pipette  off  the  ethereal  solution  of  the  oil  and 
repeat  the  operation  till  a  drop  placed  on  glazed  white  paper  and  evap- 
orated leaves  no  greasy  stain,  then  by  heat  drive  off  the  ether  as  before. 
Result :  One  fluid  oz.  Cod  Liver  Oil. 
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QUERY  No.  7. 

"In  making  Spts.  Ammonia  Aromat.  on  addition  of  alcoholic  solution  to 
solution  of  carbonate  and  water  of  ammonia  a  precipitate  frequently  re- 
sults.    What  is  the  cause  and  how  can  it  be  prevented  ?" 
Answer — Cause :  Inattention  to  the  common  rules  laid  down  in  the  text 
books.     Remedy :  Follow  strictly  the  direction  of  the  Pharmacopioea,  in 
connection  with  which  a  study  of  the  nature  of  the  articles  used  will  assure 
satisfactory  results. — 

ist.  Use  distilled  water,  not  water  contaminated  with  lime  and  carbonic 
acid  gas  in  solution. 

2d.  The  water  of  Ammonia  should  be  of  U.  S.  P.  strength,  ascertained 
and  adjusted  by  the  use  of  Baums'  hydrometer;  it  should  also  be  in  full 
caustic  condition,  not  having  been  exposed  to  the  conditions  favorable  to 
absorption  of  carbonic  acid  gas. 

3d.  The  carbonate  used  must  be  the  monocarbonate,  not  the  sesquicar- 
bonate,  use  of  the  latter  being  the  principal  cause  of  a  precipitate.  The 
carbonate  when  powdered  mu.st  at  once  be  dissolved  in  the  water  and  wa- 
ter of  ammonia,  as  in  this  state  it  rapidly  changes  and  becomes  a  second 
cause  of  precipitation. 

Monocarbonate  is  translucent,  fracture  vitrous,  rapidly  loses  a  portion  of  its 
ammonia  on  exposure,  becoming  sesquicarbonate,  which  is  opaque,  white, 
granular,  and  fracture  earthy. 

Select  unchanged  lumps,  or  large  lumps,  and  scrape  off  all  the  opaque 
granular  portion,  being  careful  that  none  is  left  in  holes  and  fissures,  work- 
ing promptly  so  that  it  may  be  exposed  for  as  short  a  time  as  possible. 

A  study  of  the  directions  and  explanations  in  the  text  books  would  have 
made  this  query  unneccessary. 

In  this  connection  allow  a  digression  to  suggest  that  in  dispensing  car- 
bonate of  ammonia  for  prescriptions  for  congestions,  or  as  a  diffusive  stim- 
ulant, the  same  care  should  be  used  in  removing  all  sesquicarbonate,  as  the 
monocarbonate  is  the  only  admissable  salt  to  use.  In  an  urgent  or  extreme 
case  the  sesquicarbonate  would  have  a  dangerous  lack  of  activity.  A  pure, 
solid  white  monocarbonate  should  be  selected — a  porous  or  discolored 
specimen  rejected. 

-    QUERY  No.  9. 

"On  mixing  an  aqueous  solution  of  Pot.  Bicarb,  with  Fid.  Ext.  Buchu  an  ef- 
fervescing, foaming  mixture  is  produced.  What  is  the  cause  ?" 
Answer — Cause  :  Barosmic  Acid,  the   same  being  the  acid  constituent  of 
the  resin  Barosmin,  which,  combining  with  the  potassium  salt,  carbonic  acid 
gas  is  set  free  and  Barosmate  of  Potassium  formed. 

Resinous  plants  contain  either  an  acid  or  neutral  resin,  or  both,  and  when 
proper  solution  is  afforded,  the  acid  of  the  resin  combines  readily  with  the 
alkalies  or  their  carbonates.  In  the  case  of  the  carbona  tes  effervescence 
takes  place.  Even  the  feeble  Arabic  Acid  of  Gum  Acacia  has  power  to  re- 
place the  carbonic  acid  in  the  salt  in  question,  causing  effervescence. 
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As  a  test  of  this  principle  the  following  will  afford  sufficient  evidence  to 
those  desiring  a  demonstration,  viz  :

Put  the  solution  of  the  potash  salt  into  a  one  oz.  vial,  then  carefully  add 
the  alcoholic  solution  of  the   resin  so   as  not  to  mix  them  :  place  a  finger 
firmly  on  the  mouth  of  the  vial  and  shake. 

In  prescriptions  of  materials  causing  effervescence  by  reason  of  combina- 
tion of  similar  articles  to  the  ones  above  named,  the  remedy  lies  with  the 
physician,  who  may  reach  the  same  end  by  indicating  Liquor  Potassa  in 
place  of  the  Bicarbonate. 

The  Delegates  to  the  Virginia  and  to  the  South  Caro- 
lina Pharmaceutical  Associations  reported  verbally  that 
they  had  been  unable  to  attend,  and,  as  a  consequence, 
had  no  report  to  make. 

On  modon  of  Mr.  W.  H.  Green  an  election  of  five 
members  was  gone  into,  from  whom  the  Governor  shall 
appoint  one  to  fill  the  vacancy  to  occur  in  the  Board  of 
Pharmacy. 

Messrs.  J.  G.  M.  Corden  of  Tarboro,  W.  H.  Green  of 
Wilmington,  E.  V.  Zoeller  of  Tarboro,  J.  K.  Mcllhenny 
of  Wilmington  and  V.  O.  Thompson  of  Winston,  having 
received  the  greatest  number  of  votes,  were  declared 
elected. 

Mr.  W.  H.  Green  called  the  attention  of  the  Associa- 
tion to  the  presence  of  a  committee  appointed  by  the  N. 
C.  State  Medical  Society  at  its  last  meeting  consisting  of 
Drs.  G.  G.  Thomas  and  F.  W.  Potter.  They  were  invited 
to  address  the  Association  with  the  view  of  presenting 
and  explaining  the  resolution  framed  by  the  Society, 
which  is  as  follows  : 

Resolved  by  the  Medical  Society  of  North  Carolina,  That  the  druggists 
and  physicians  be   earnestly  requested  to  keep  all  poisonous  medicines  in 
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l)ottles  or  packages  of  such  shape  and  character  as  to  be  readily  recognized 
by  the  sense  of  touch  as  well  as  of  sight. 

Resolved  furf/iertnorg,  that  a  committee  of  conference  between  the  Med- 
ical Society'of  North  Carolina  and  the  N.  C.  Pharmaceutical  Association  be 
appointed' to  take  into  consideration  the  question  at  issue  and  cog^nate 
questions  bearing  upon  the  subject. 

Mr.  J.  H.  Hardin.  Local  Secretary,  on  behalf  of  the 
druggists  of  Wilmington,  then  invited  the  members  of 
the  Association  to  participate  in  two  excursions,  first  to 
the  Sound  this  evening  and  second  down  the  river  to  Smith- 
ville  and  the  forts  to-morrow,  both  of  which  were  accepted. 

On  motion  the  meeting  then  adjourned  to  meet  at  8 
o'clock  to-morrow  evening-.

Whkreas,  It  is  the  desire  of  tlie  members  of  the  N.  C.  P.  A.  to  express 
individually  their  appreciation  of  the  very  pleasant  and  sumptuous  manner 
in  which  the  Association  has  been  entertained  by  the  druggists  of  Wilming- 
ton, and  although  the  wholesouled  and  open-handed  hospitality  of  the  Cape 
Fear  has  been  proverbial  since  the  days  of  Auld  Lang  .Syne,  still,  like  the 
Queen  of  Sheba,  when  in  the  presence  of  King  Solomon,  we  exclaim.  The 
half  had  not  been  told  us.  Therefore,  gentlemen,  as  we  find  language  in- 
adequate to  express  our  feelings,  we  can  simply  say,  we  thank  you. 

Mr.  J.  (i.  M.  Cordon  then   read  the  following  interest- 
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ing  paper,  which  was,   on    motion,    ordered  pubHshed  in 
the  proceedings  : 

PHARMACISTS  IN  NORTH  CAROLINA  SHOULD  DC)  MORE  MAN- 
UFACTURING. 

I  propose  in  this  paper  to  give  reasons  that  appear  conclusive  to  me,  for 
the  pharmacists  throughout  our  State  to  consider,  urging  upon  them  the  ne- 
cessity of  doing  more  manufacturing  in  the  store,  which  I  believe  would  be 
highly  profitable  in  a  pecuniary  point,  as  well  as  an  educational 

There  are  few  physicians  in  our  State  who  do  not  have  their  Squibb,  Til- 
den,  Wyeth,  or  some  other  manufacturing  pharmacist,  from  whom  theyw:sh 
fluid  extracts,  elixirs,  &c.— articles  that  should  be  prepared  by  every  phar- 
macist. In  our  books  are  laid  down  for  study  and  practice  formulas  for 
fluid  extracts,  elixirs,  &c.,  coming  under  the  head  of  adv.mcing  Pharmacy. 
How  many  of  us  make  them  ?  How  many  physicians  would  use  them  alter 
we  make  them  is  a  matter  for  thought. 

This  is  destroying  the  practical  part  of  pharmacy,  and  has  grown  to  sucii 
an  extent  that  the  retail  pharmacist  of  to-day  is  rather  a  mere  tradesman 
than  a  professional  gentleman.  We  will  admit  that  some  pharmacists  prefer 
to  purchase,  but  they  are  those  who  are  not  willing  to  take  the  time  and 
trouble  of  making  these  preparations,  which  really  is  the  only  means  the\ 
have  of  knowing  or  certifying  that  such  articles  are  pure  when  sold  by  them, 
and  dispense  them  without  so  much  as  thinking  whether  they  are  full  stan- 
dard or  not,  while  preparing  them  themselves  would  not  only  increase  their 
own  knowledge  but  also  their  apprentices,  whom  they  are  bringing  up  to 
take  their  places,  and  also  who  needs  that  very  practice  and  study. 

Others  say,  physicians  who  patronize  me  wish  Messrs.  So  &  So's  extracts, 
eli.xers,  &c.  Do  they  for  a  moment  think  that  they  cannot  command  that 
same  respect  and  trust  that  Messrs.  So  &  So  enjoy  from  their  physicians  ? 
Let  them  go  to  work,  show  some  energy  in  their  profession  by  taking  an  in- 
terest in  the  manufacture  of  such  preparations,  draw  the  attention  of  the 
doctor  to  the  intere.st  taken,  and  at  the  same  time  let  them  be  careful  in 
making  them  standard  and  officinal.  The  support  and  confidence  of  the 
physician  will  be  surely  gained  when  the  pharmacist's  ability  to  prepare 
thoroughly  arises  from  attention  and  study  of  such  practice. 

Some  say  that  the  cost  is  greater  in  making  than  in  purchasing  of  the  man- 
ufacturing pharmacist.  Admit,  for  argument— and  I  doubt  it  -that  they  do 
cost  a  few  cents  more,  can  you  not  guarantee  the  quality  of  your  own  prep- 
arations ?  Is  not  that  worth  something  ?  Suppose  we  take  it  in  a  business 
point  of  view.  Such  things  are  usually  used  in  prescriptions.  Is  there  any 
pharmacist  here  who  does  not  make  a  liberal  per  cent,  on  those  articles  ? 
Large  enough  a  profit  is  made  to  compensate  him  for  his  pure  and  author- 
ized preparations  beyond  doubt. 

The  principle  cause  of  the  trouble  that  exists,  together  with  the  inatten- 
tion of  retail  pharmacists  to  that  branch  of  their  profession,  is  the  reason  why 
the  wholesale  manufacturers  are  enterprising,  hard  workers,  and  are, 
what  every  pharmacist  should  be,    "'lovers  of  the  profession,"  and  prosper 
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because  the  retail  pharmacists  allow  them  to  do  their  thinking  for  them  as 
well  as  their  work. 

There  should  be  jobbers  and  there  should  be  depots  for  crude  drugs.  The 
pharmacist  should  be  the  garbler  to  judge  the  quality,  as  well  as  to  prepare 
such  drugs  into  suitable  preparations  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  medical  pro- 
fession. Otherwise  why  are  such  methods  of  preparing  preparations  laid 
down  to  us  for  study  and  manufacturing  ?  Is  it  not  for  our  pecuniary  inter- 
est as  well  as  our  professional  learning  to  practice  as  well  as  preach  ? 

We  have  as  good  and  reliable  pharmacists  in  this  State  as  there  are  out  of 
it.  Let's  stir  them  up  to  the  nesd.s  of  the  present !  Let's  ask  them  to  unite 
with  us  in  thinking  for  themselves,  Mr.  President.  Let's  require  them  to 
discharge  that  duty  that  pharmacy  unquestionably  owes  to  State  in  the  elab- 
oration and  distribution  of  drugs. 

In  dealing  with  a  druggist  the  public  expect  to  be  ser\-ed  with  an  article 
trustworthy.  How  can  he  do  this  if  he  is  not  his  own  compounder?  Has  he 
any  more  claim  on  the  community  than  the  grocer  who  also  buys  and  sells 
drugs  ? 

The  cry  of  confining  the  sale  of  drugs  to  competent  druggists  is  good  and 
should  be  law,  since  it  would  be  founded  on  the  druggist's  knowledge  of 
the  business  and  his  ability  to  guarantee  genuineness  when  prepared  by 
himself.  If  he  buys  and  sells  drugs  without  his  personal  knowledge  of  their 
true  worth  he  cuts  his  platform  from  beneath  his  feet,  having  become  a  mere 
trader.  Can  he  wonder  that  another,  much  better  qualified,  beats  him  ? 
This  is  a  clear  case  of  reaping  that  which  is  sown,  and  the  sooner  we  realize 
our  position  the  better.  Some  day,  if  we  allow  such  a  state  of  things  to  con- 
tinue, what  remains  of  the  retail  pharmacist's  trade  will  have  flown  to  the 
manufacturer,  who  will  realize  the  profit. 

Clearly  it  is  to  the  interest  of  the  public  tiiat  were  druggist  should  be 
really,  as  w^ell  as  nominally,  a  druggist.  A  physician  buying  drug  supplies 
at  all  surely  will  prefer  to  buy  them  of  his  neighbor  if  that  neighbor  can  give 
a  guarantee  as  to  quality,  which,  in  the  nature  of  things,  must  be  stronger 
when  offered  t)y  himself  than  by  a  stranger. 

In  purchasing  pharmaceutical  supplies  which  we  think  better  than  we  can 
make,  and,  what  is  still  worse,  better  looking,  are  we  not  buying  trash  at 
the  expense  of  our  professional  calling?  Are  we  not  dealing  disastrously 
with  our  own  interests  as  well  as  those  of  the  State  of  which  we  are  the 
servants  ? 

We  all  know  tliat  the  limitation  of  the  drug  supply  to  the  public  should  be 
to  properly  qualified  druggists.  A  State  is  better  served  who  can  and  does 
guarantee  protection  to  those  who  are  manufocturers  as  well  as  distributors. 
When  the  .State  allows  the  sale  of  poisons  and  drugs  to  those  who  are  not 
properly  qualified  pharmacists  it  is  a  very  serious  question  whether  the  State 
does  not  receive  tenfold  more  harm  than  good  from  such  a  practice,  for  such 
persons  cannot  offer  any  guarantee  of  purity— a  state  of  tilings  to  be  im- 
proved both  by  education  and  legislation,  in  both  instances  by  carrj-ing  out 
that  policy  pharmacy  is  committed  to,  viz:  sound  and  thorough  pharmaceu- 
tical education,  and  by  the  State  securing  to  them,  after  that  is  done,  prcjper 
legislation  to  protect  them. 
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Can  druggists  wonder  that  their  profession  is  on  the  decline  wiien  they 
have  to  rely  upon  parties  at  a  distance  for  articles  of  their  trade  ?  Improve- 
ments will  surely  follow  or  result  from  our  having,  in  place  of  secret  reme- 
dies which  are  prescribed  by  parties  at  a  distance,  who  are  irresponsible,  in 
the  pharmacist's  open  recommendation  of  his  own  preparation  to  which  he- 
can  give  a  guarantee  of  trustworthiness. 

There  is  a  noticeable  increase  on  the  part  of  vendors  of  nostrums  who  arc 
continually  offering  their  wares  to  the  trade  and  profession,  classed  under  the 
head  of  non-secret  preparations,  so  advertised  by  issuing  handsomely  got- 
ten up  pamphlets  setting  forth  claims  the  article  has.  These  books  are  sent 
to  each  and  every  physician  in  every  community  throughout  our  whole 
country.  The  book  claims  that  the  article  advertised  has  received  the  ready 
approval  and  hearty  .support  of  the  medical  fraternity  wherever  placed,  with 
excellent  beneficial  effects.  They  give  the  formula  or  rather  what  they  claim 
is  the  composition,  not  the  formula,  and  say  the  mode  and  art  of  preparing 
the  same  was  discovered  by  themselves  and  to  themselves  alone  can  it  be 
known. 

Now,  sir,  if  a  party  has  a  Eureka  or  a  Bonanza  and  desires  to  place  it  before 
the  world  for  patronage  let  it  be  placed  where  it  properly  belongs,  under 
the  head  of  patent  or  proprietary  articles,  and  not  by  a  mere  subterfuge  se- 
cure the  support  of  the  medical  fraternity  by  giving  what  he  claims  as  a  for- 
mula, thereby  claiming  that  his  article  is  no  patent  article,  and  can  receive 
the  support  of  medical  practitioners  without  the  practitioners  feeling  that 
they  lose  their  professional  character  in  prescribing  what  is  known  to  them 
(when  in  reality  it  is  not)  and  has  given  no  quack  their  support,  by  doing 
which  they  would  lay  themselves  liable  under  all  codes  of  ethics.  The  soon- 
er active  steps  are  taken  to  relieve  us  or  to  thwart  this  growing  evil  the  bet- 
ter. One  of  the  above  cited  articles  has  grown  into  quite  a  prominency  : 
Fellows'  Comp.  Syr.  of  the  Hypophosphites  has  ridden,  by  means  of  his 
Iiandsome  circular  and  the  love  of  the  profession  in  the  use  of  phosphorus, 
as  an  internal  promoter  of  decaying  vitality.  Many  of  you,  I  have  no  doubt, 
have  questioned  his  assertion  that  the  deposit  seen  in  the  bottled  goods  of 
his  articles  was  essential  in  obtaining  the  results  sought  for  in  its  use.  When 
you  take  into  consideration  what  he  says  are  its  constituents  there  should  be 
no  deposit  in  its  combination,  unless  that  he  should  use  in  preparing  the 
same,  one  of  the  alkaloids  of  quinia,  not  the  pure,  as  the  deposit  has  been  found 
to  be  sulphate  of  the  alkalies.  Sulph.  quinine,  when  added  to  a  solution  of  the 
hypophosphites  of  the  alkalies,  the  chemical  reaction  would  be  the  deposit 
of  the  sulphate  of  the  alkalies  with  hypophosphite  of  quinia  in  solution. 
What  remedial  benefits  would  result  from  the  sulphate  of  lime,  soda,  man- 
ganese or  potassium  I  hardly  think  the  medical  profession  would  like  to  have 
submitted  to  them  for  investigation. 

I  have  carefully  studied  the  proposed  formula  on  account  of  its  use  by  some 
of  our  physicians,  and  have  procured  a  clear  and  stable  preparation  of  its 
professed  constituents,  which  preparation  has  met  the  approval  and  support 
of  the  physicians  who  before  used  Fellows'  now  use  this  in  preference.  This 
formula    I    will   give   you,    claiming   no  more  extra  knowledge    in  its  prep- 
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aration  than  any  apprentice  of  two  years'    experience  in  the  drug  store 
should  have  :

Prepare  as  follows  :  Break  down  the  salts  of  lime,  sodium,  potassium, 
manganese  and  iron,  in  a  mortar  suitable,  to  which  add  twenty  fluid  ounces 
of  water  ;  in  another  mortar  place  the  quinine  and  strychnine,  to  which 
gradually  add,  previously  mixed  together  in  a  graduate,  the  phosphoric 
acid,  orange  flower  water  and  twelve  fluid  ounces  water;  w4ien  clear  add  to 
mortar  containing  the  salts,  which,  when  in  perfect  solution,  filter  into  a 
wide  mouthed  bottle,  containing  the  sugar.  Agitate  until  sugar  is  dissolved, 
then  pass  through  a  wet  flannel  filter;  add  glycerine  to  complete  sixty-four 
fluid  ounces.     Keep  in  a  cool  and  dark  place. 

A  preparation,  you  can  say,  that  if  there  is  any  virtue  in  its  combination 
•s  far  more  preferable  than  Fellows'  on  account  of  its  permanency  and  bril- 
liancy, and  when  prepared  by  each  and  every  one  of  us  you  can  have  some 
guarantee,  or  each  can  give  a  personal  guarantee  of  efficiency,  perforce  his 
own  manufacturing. 

In  conclusion,  let  us  pay  attention  to  the  professional  standing  of  our 
pharmacists,  Mr.  President,  as  well  as  to  our  trade  rating.

CODE  np  ETHICS, 


The  members  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association  consid- 
erinji;^  it  necessary  that  some  mutual  understanding  should  exist  in  reo:ard  to 
the  moral  principles  sjuiding:  them  in  their  profession,  hereby  agree  upon 
the  following  Code  of  Ethics  : 

1.  We  accept  the  U.  S.  Pharmacopceia  as  our  standard  and  guide  for  all 
officinal  preparations,  and  recognize  a  variance  from  its  rules  only  in  excep- 
tional cases  where  sufficient  authority  has  proved  some  other  process  more 
reliable  to  attain  the  same  end.  (This  section  is  not  intended  to  interfere 
with  the  dispensing  of  prescriptions  or  medicines  ordered  in  accordance 
with  foreign  pharmacopceias.) 

2.  We  discountenance  all  secret  formula  between  Physician  .and  Phar- 
macist, and  consider  it  our  duty  to  communicate  such  to  each  other 
when  requested. 

3.  We  distinctly  repudiate  the  practice  ofallowing  physicians  a  percentage, 
in  any  form,  on  their  prescriptions  or  patronage,  as  being  derogatory  to 
both  professions. 

4.  We  will  endeavor,  as  far  as  possible,  to  refrain  from  compromising  the 
professional  reputation  of  any  physician,  and  expect,  in  return,  the  same 
courtesy  from  him. 

5.  As  the  Apothecary  should  be  able  to  distinguish  between  good  and 
bad  drugs,  in  most  cases,  and  as  the  substitution  of  a  weak  or  inert  drug 
for  an  active  one  may,  negatively,  be  productive  of  serious  consequences  we 
hold  that  the  sale  of  impure  drugs  or  medicines,  from  motives  of  competi- 
tion or  desire  of  gain,  when  pure  articles  of  the  same  kind  may  be  obtained, 
is  highly  culpable,  and  that  it  is  the  duty  of  every  honest  Apothecary  or 
druggist  to  ex'pose  all  such  fraudulent  acts  as  may  come  to  his   knowledge 

6.  The  Apothecary  should  be  remunerated  by  the  public  for  his  know- 
ledge and  skill,  and  his  charges  should  be  regulated  by  the  time  consumed 
in  preparation  as  well  as  by  the  value  of  the  article  sold.  Although  local  and 
other  circumstances  necessarily  affect  the  rate  of  charges  at  different  estab- 
lishments, no  Apothecary  should  intentionally  undersell  his  neighbors  with 
a  view  to  their  injury. 

7.  Recognizingthevalueofalcoholasatherapeuticagent,  andthe  propriety 
of  its  being  dispensed  as  such  by  Pharmacists,  yet  deploring  the  wide-spread 
evil  resulting  ftom  its  intemperate  use  in  its  hundred  insidious  forms,  we 
condemn  any  attempt  to  make  it  a  prominent  feature  of  our  business  as  un- 
professional, and  we  denounce  the  loose  practice  of  allowing  it  to  be  used 
on  the  premises  iu  any  shape  as  a  beverage,  as  degrading  ;  and  we  urge 
upon  pharmacists  the  duty  of  exercising  at  all  times  a  conscientious  care  in 
dispensing  a  drug  liable  to  such  dangerous  abuse. 

8.  Members  of  this  Association,  when  asked  to  do  so,  shall  give  each 
otiier.  confidentially,  miy  information  in  their  possession  aflfecting  the  char- 
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acter,  liabits,  integrity  or  irregularities  of  any  assistant  or  apprentice  who 
may  have  applied  for  employment,  or  to  whom  they  may  have  given  letters 
of  introduction  or  recommendation.  Any  member  who  shall  divulge  such 
confidential  communication  to  the  detriment  or  annoyance  of  the  member 
giving  it,  shall,  upon  proof  thereof,  be  no  longer  entitled  to  the  courtesies 
due  a  member,  and  his  name  may  be  stricken  from  the  roll. 

9.  Believing  that  some  means  should  be  adopted  to  enforce  the  provis- 
ions of  this  Code,  violations  of  the  same  may  be  reported  at  any  annual 
meeting  of  this  Association  when  the  accused  may  be  heard  in  his  own  de- 
fence, when,  if  found  guilty,  he  may  be  censured,  suspended  or  e.xpelled  by 
a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 


PHBRMSCY  HCT, 


The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  i.  That  E.  M.  Nadal,  S.J.  Hinsdale,  William  Simpson,  E.  H. 
Meadows,  T.  C.  Smith,  John  S.  Pescud,  and  such  other  persons  as  may  be 
associated  with  them  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  be,  and  the  same  are 
hereby,  made  a  body  corporate  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  North 
Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association,  and  by  said  name  shall  have  the  right 
to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  to  purchase  and  hold  real 
estate  and  grant  the  same,  to  have  and  to  use  a  common  seal,  and  to  do 
such  other  things  and  perform  such  other  acts  as  appertain  to  bodies  cor- 
porate and  politic,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  Laws  of  the 
State. 

Sec.  2.  The  object  of  said  Association  is  to  unite  the  Pharmaci-sts  and 
Druggists  of  this  State  for  mutual  aid,  encouragement  and  improvement,  to 
encourage  scientific  research,  develop  pharmaceutical  talent,  to  elevate  the 
standard  of  professional  thought,  and  ultimately  restrict  the  practice  of 
pharmacy  to  properly  qualified  druggists  and  apothecaries. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  unlawful  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  except 
as  hereinafter  provided,  for  any  person,  unless  a  registered  pharmaceutist, 
within  the  meaning  of  this  act,  to  open  or  conduct  any  pharmacy  or  store 
lor  retailing,  dispensing  or  compounding  medicines  or  poisons,  or  for  any 
one  not  a  registered  pharmaceutist  to  prepare  physician's  prescriptions,  ex- 
cept under  the  supervision  of  a  registered  pharmaceutist,  in  the  State  of 
North  Carolina:  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  the 
sale  of  patent  or  proprietary  medicines,  quinine,  epsom  salts,  castor  oil,  es- 
sence of  peppermint,  paregoric,  or  laudanum  in  original  package,  calomel, 
camphor  or  sweet  oil. 

Sec.  4.  Any  person,  in  order  to  be  registered,  shall  be  a  graduate  of  some 
college  in  pharmacy,  recognized  by  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  As- 
sociation, or  shall,  at  the  passage  of  this  act,  have  had  three  years  practical 
experience  in  the  preparation  of  physician's  prescriptions,  and  in  compound- 
ing and  vending  medicines  and  poisons,  or  shall  be  a  licentiate  of  pharmacy 
of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  of  North  Carolina,  or  one  who  is  or  has  been  a 
regular  practicing  physician,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  5.  Pharmaceutists  claiming  the  right  of  registration  under  this  act,  on 
account  of  practical  experience,  shall,  within  ninety  days  after  its  passage, 
show  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  to  be  created  by  this  act 
tliat  they  have  had  tliree  (3)  years'  practical  experience  in  the  preparation 
of  physicians'  prescriptions,  and  in  compounding  and  vending  medicines 
and  poisons  :  Provided,  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  apply  to  any  person  or 
persons  in  business  on  their  own  account  upon  the  passage  of  this  act,  nor 
to  those  who  are,  have  been,  or  may  hereafter  be  regular  practicing  physi- 
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cians.  Licentiates  in  pharmacy  must  have  had  three  years'  experience  in 
stores  where  prescriptions  of  medical  practitioners  have  been  prepared,  and 
shall  have  passed  an  examination  before  the  iJoard  of  Pharmacy  of  this 
State.  The  Board  of  Pharmacy  may  register,  without  further  examination, 
the  licentiates  of  such  other  F)Oards  of  Pharmacy  as  they  may  deem  proper. 

Sec.  6  This  Association  shallelect  ten  of  its  members— from  whom  thi  • 
Governor  selects  five — who  shall  compose  the  Board  of  Pharmacy.  The 
Board  is  empowered  to  transact  all  business  relating  to  the  legal  practice  of 
pharmacy:  to  examine  into  and  adjudicate  upon  all  cases  of  abuse,  fraud, 
adulteration,  substitution,  or  malpractice,  and  to  enforce  all  the  provisions 
of  the  law,  and  to  render  an  annual  account  to  the  proper  State  authorities 
and  to  the  Association.  Any  one  examined  by  the  Board  shall  pay  a  fee  of 
five  dollars.  In  case  of  failure  to  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  he  shall  be 
granted  a  second  examination,  without  the  payment  of  a  further  fee.  It  shall 
be  the' duty  of  the  members  of  the  Board,  after  receipt  of  notification  of  their 
appointment  to  appear  before  the  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  they  individ- 
ually reside,  and  make  and  subscribe  to  an  oath  properly  and  faithfully  to 
discharge  the  duties  of  their  office  ;  and  within  thirty  daj's  thereafter,  meet 
and  organize  by  the  election  of  a  President  and  Secretary  of  said  Board. 
The  Secretary  shall  be  elected  to  serve  for  the  term  of  five  years  ;  and  the 
term  of  ofiice  of  the  other  members  shall  be  determined  by  lot.  Vacancies 
in  the  Board  shall  be  filled  as  provided  in  section  12.  The  Board  shall  hold 
meetings  at  least  once  annually  or  oftener,  as  the  business  of  the  Board  may- 
require.  The  Secretary  shall  give  each  member  of  the  Board  not  less  than 
ten  days  notice  of  each  meeting.  Three  members  shall  constitute  a  quo- 
rum. It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  to  examine  all  persons  applying  for 
examination  in  proper  form,  and  to  register  such  as  shall  e.stablish  their 
rights  to  registration  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  lioard  of  Pharmacy  t. 
keep  a  book  of  registration  at  some  convenient  place,  of  which  due  notit  ( 
shall  be  given  through  the  public  press,  in  which  shall  be  entered,  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Board,  the  names  and  places  of  business  of  all  per- 
sons coming  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  a  statement  to  be  signed 
by  the  person  making  the  application,  of  such  facts  in  the  case  as  he  may 
claim  to  justify  his  application.  The  fee  for  registration  of  proprietors  shall 
not  exceed  two  dollars,  and  for  those  in  the  employ  of  others  shall  not  ex- 
ceed one  dollar.  The  Secretary  shall  give  receipts  for  all  moneys  received 
by  him,  which  moneys  shall  be  u.sed  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  ex- 
penses of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  ;  and  any  surplus  shall  be  for  the  benefit 
of  said  Association.  The  salary-  of  the  Secretary  shall  be  fixed  by  this 
Board,  and  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  fees  for  examination  and  registration. 
Each  member  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  shall  receive  the  sum  of  five  dol- 
lars for  every  day  engaged  in  the  service  of  the  Board.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Board  to  investigate  all  complaints  of  disregard,  non-compliance,  or 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  to  bring  the  same  to  tl;e  notice- 
of  the  proper  prosecuting  officer,  whenever  there  appears  to  the  Board  rea- 
sonable grounds  of  complaint.  The  Board  is  hereby  empowered  to  mak' 
such  rules  and  regulations  as  it  shall   find  necessary  for  carrying  into  efR-i  • 
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the  provisions  of  this  law,  not  inconsistent  with  the   ]:)ur,:)o;;e  and  spirit  of 
the  same. 

Sec.  8.  Every  person,  from  and  after  the  passai2,e  (jf  this  act,  siiall  be  held 
responsible  for  the  qnality  of  all  drugs,  chemicals  and  medicines  he  may  sell 
or  dispense,  with  the  exception  of  those  sold  in  the  original  packages  of  the 
manufacturers,  and  also  those  known  as  "patent  medicines;"  and  should  he 
intentionally  adulterate,  or  cause  to  be  adulterated,  or  expose  to  sale,  know- 
ing the  same  to  be  adulterated,  such  drugs,  chemicals,  or  medical  prepar- 
ations, he  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction 
thereof  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  and  in 
addition  thereto  his  name  shall  be  stricken  from  the  register.  Every  regis- 
tered Pharmacist  who  desires  to  continue  the  practice  of  his  profession  shall 
annually  thereafter,  within  thirty  days  next  preceding  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Roard  of  Pharmacy,  pay  to  the  Secretary  of  the  said  P)oard  a  registra- 
tion fee  ofone  dollar  for  which  he  shall  receive  a  renewal  of  said  certificate  of 
registration.  Any  registered  pharmacist  failing  to  renew  his  registration  as 
recjuired  by  this  section,  and  continuing  in  the  exercise  of  his  profession, 
shall  lie  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

.Sec.  9.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  per.;on,  under  a  penalty  of  $25  for 
each  and  every  offence,  from  .ind  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  except  as 
provided  herein,  to  retail  any  poison  enumerated  in  Schedules  A  and  B, 
as  follows,  t(i-wit: 

SCHEOrLE  A. 

Arsenic  and  its  preparations,  corrosive  sublimate,  wiiite  precipitate,  red 
precipitate,  bin-iodide  of  mercury,  cyanide  of  p  )tassium,  hydrocyanic  acid, 
strychnine,  and  essential  oil  of  bitter  almonds 

SCHEDULE  B. 

Aconite,  belladonna,  colchicum,  conium,  mix  vomica,  henbane,  savin,  ergot, 
cotton  root,  cantharides,  creasote,  digitalis  and  their  ph:irmaceutical  prepar- 
ations, croton'oil  chloroform,  cheoral  hydrate,  sulphate  of  zinc,  carbolic  acid, 
oxalic  acid,  opium  and  its  preparations  except  paregoric  and  other  prepar- 
ations of  opium  containing  less  than  two  grains  to  the  ounce,  and  other  dead- 
ly poisor.s,  without  distinctly  'abeling  the  bottle,  box,  vessel  or  paper  in 
which  said  poison  is  cor.tained  with  the  name  of  the  article,  the  word 
"Poison,"  and  a  vignette  representing  a  skull  and  bones,  and  the  name  and 
place  of  business  of  the  seller;  nor  shall  it  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  sell 
or  deliver  any  poison  enumerated  in  said  Schedule  A  and  B,  unless  upon 
due  inquiry  it  be  found  that  the  purchaser  is  aware  of  its  poisonous  nature, 
and  represents  that  it  is  to  be  u.sed  for  a  legitimate  purpose  ;  nor  shall  it  be 
lawful  for  any  person  to  sell  any  poison  included  in  .Schedule  A,  without, 
before  delivering  the  same  to  the  purchaser,  causing  an  entry  to  be  made 
in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  stating  the  date  of  the  sale,  the  name  and 
address  of  the  ])urchaser,  the  name  and  cjuantity  of  the  poison  sold,  the 
jiurpose  for  which  it  is  represented  by  the  purchaser  to  be  required,  and 
the  name  of  the  dispenser— such  book  to  be  always  open  to  proper  authori- 
ities  for  inspection.  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  the 
dis|>ensing  of  jioisons  in  usual   dose-,  and  by  physicians"  iirescriptions. 
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Sec.  lo.  Nothing  contained  in  the  foregoing  Section  shall  apiily  to  o 
interfere  with  the  business  of  any  practitioner  of  medicine  who  does  not  keep 
open  shop  for  retailing  of  medicines  and  poisons;  nor  with  the  business  of 
wholesale  dealers,  excepting  Section  9,  and  the  penalties  for  its  violation 

Sec  I!.  Any  person  who  shall  permit,  by  wilful  neglect,  the  compounding 
:ind  dispensing  o-f  prescriptions  in  his  store  or  place  of  business,  by  any  per- 
son or  persons  not  registered,  except  under  the  supervision  of  a  registered 
pharmaceutist,  or  any  person  not  registered  who  shall  keep  open  shop  for 
the  retailing  or  dispensing  of  medicines  or  poisons,  or  who  shall  fraudulent- 
ly represent  himself  to  be  registered,  or  any  registered  pharmacist,  or  any 
dealer  in  medicines  who  shall  fail  to  c(»mply  with  the  regulations  and  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  in  relation  to  retailing  and  dispensing  of  poisons,  shall, 
for  every  such  offence,  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  con- 
viction thereof  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars. 

Sec.  12.  Immediately  on  passage  of  tiiis  act  the  Governor  shall  apjioint 
five  reputable  and  practicing  pharmacists  doing  busine.ss  within  the  State, 
from  ten  of  said  pharmacists  recommended  to  him  by  the  N.  C.  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Association;  said  pharmacists  so  appointed  shall  constitute  the  Board  of 
Pharmacy  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  and  shall  hold  office  for  the  term 
of  one,  two,  three,  four  or  five  years  respectively,  as  herein  provided, 
and  until  their  successors  have  been  duly  appointed  and  qualified.  The 
North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association  shall  annually  thereafter  recom- 
mend five  pharmacists  from  which  the  Governor  shall  fill  the  vacancy  an- 
nually occurring  in  said  Board.  In  case  of  death,  resignation  or  removal 
from  the  State  of  any  member  of  the  said  Board,  the  Governor  shall  ap- 
point in  his  place  a  pharmacist  from  the  names  last  submitted  to  him,  to 
serve  as  a  member  for  the  remainder  of  the  term. 

Sec.  13.  The  penalties  prescribed  by  this  act  shall  be  recovered  by  suits 
in  the  name  of  the  people  of  this  State,  according  to  the  statutes  in  such 
cases  provided,  to  be  prosecuted  by  the  projier  officers  of  the  counties  res- 
pectfully where  the  violations  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  may  be  commit- 
ted. 

.Sec.  14.  Any  pharmacist  failing  to  comply  with  the  rec[uirements  of  sec- 
tions sand  S,  within  ninety  days  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act  shall 
forfeit  his  right  to  registration,  and  shall  appear  before  the  Board  of  Phar- 
macy for  examination,  as  provided  in  section  5  of  this  act. 

Sec.  15.  All  acts  or  portions  of  acts  conflicting  with  the  jirovisions  of  this 
act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  16.  It  shall  be  tin-  duty  of  the  sluriffs  of  tin-  counties  t(>  see  that  the 
provisions  of  this  act  are  enforced. 

Sec.  17.  'i'his  hill  shall  onl\-  ajijily  to  towns  and  cities  of  over  live  hundred 
inhabitants. 

.Sec.  iS.  This  act  may  for  all  jMirposes  be  (juoted  uiukr  the  title  of  the 
"Pharmacy  y\ct  of  iSSi." 

Sec.  19.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  tiic  first  dav  of  June  next.

CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLF.  I.— NAME. 

This  Association  sliall  be  called  tiie  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  As- 
sociation. 

ARTICLE  1 1. —OBJECT. 

The  aim  of  tliis  Association  shall  he  to  unite  the  reputaljle  Pharmacists 
and  Drugg-ists  of  this  State  for  mutual  assistance,  encouragement  and  im- 
provement, and  to  improve  the  science  and  art  of  Pharmacy,  and  thereby 
restrict  the  dispensing  and  sale  of  Medicine  to  properly  qualified  Pharma- 
cists and  Druggists. 

ARTICLE  111.— OFFICERS. 

The  Association  siiall  have  the  f<jllovving  officers  :  A  President,  three  Vice 
Presidents,  a  Secretary,  a  Local  .Secretary  and  a  Treasurer.  Al.so,  an  P^x- 
ecutive  Committee,  consisting  of  seven  members,  of  which  tiie  Secretary 
shall  be  one  exofficio,  all  of  whom  shall  be  elected  annually  by  ballot,  and 
shall  lK)ld  office  until  an  election  of  successors. 

ARTICLE  IV.— LIFE  .^.EWBERSHIP. 

Any  member  who  shall  pay  the  Treasurer  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars 
at  one  time  shall  become  a  life  member,  and  shall  be  e.xempt  from  all  future 
annual  dues.' 

ARTICLE  v.— AMENDING  CONSTITUTION. 

Every  propo.sition  to  alter  or  amend  this  Constitution  shall  be  submitted 
in  writing  and  received  at  an  Annual  Meeting,  and  may  be  voted  for  at  the 
next  Annual  Meeting,  when,  upon  receiving  the  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the 
members  present,  it  shall  become  a  part  of  the  Constitution. 

The  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of 
the  members  present  taken  thereon. 


BY-LflWS. 


ARTICLE  I.-DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS. 

Section  i.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings,  and  administer 
the  rules  of  order  usual  in  deliberative  assemblies.  He  shall  nominate  al' 
special  committees,  except  a  majority  of  the  members  present  a  resort  to 
balloting  or  other  means.  He  shall  s.gn  the  certificates  of  membership  and 
countersign  all  orders  upon  the  Treasurer.  He  shall  present  at  each  Annual 
Meeting  a  report  of  the  operations  of  the  Association  during  the  year,  and 
suggest  such  subjects  for  its  benefit  as  he  may  deem  worthy  of  notice. 

Section  2.  The  Vice  Presidents  shall,  in  case  of  temporary  absence  or 
inabi.ity  of  the  President  to  serve,  perform  his  duties  in  the  order  of  their 
names. 

Section  3.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  fair  and  correct  record  of  all  the 
proceedings  of  the  Association,  together  with  a  list  of  the  names,  residences 
and  dates  of  entrance  of  each  member.  He  shall  keep  on  file  all  papers  and 
reports  read.  He  shall  be  charged  with  all  correspondence,  and  with  the 
editing,  publishing  and  distributing  the  Proceedings  of  the  Association, 
under  the  directions  of  the  Executive  Committee.  He  shall  notify  all  mem- 
bers four  weeks  in  advance  of  each  annual  meeting,  and  at  each  annual 
meeting  render  a  report  of  the  duties  performed  by  him  since  the  last  an- 
nual meeting.  He  shall  furnish  the  Chairman  of  every  Special  Committee 
with  a  list  of  its  members.  He  shall  be  ex-officio  a  member  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee. 

Section  4.  The  Local  Secretary  s'.iall  act  under  instructions  from  tlie 
Secretary. 

Section  5.  Tiu-  'i'reasurer  shall  collerl  ;nid  liave  chargeuf  ail  tlie  finuls 
of  the  Association,  for  wiiicii  he  shall  be  held  personally  responsible,  and 
shall  hold  and  issue  the  Certificates  of  Membership.  He  shall  pay  all  bills 
when  countersigned  by  the  President.  He  shall  j^-esent  an  itemized  state- 
ment of  his  account  at  each  Annual  Meeting.  1  le  shall  report  to  the  Exec- 
utive Committee  previous  to  each  Annual  Meeting  llie  names  of  such  mem- 
bers as  have  failed  to  i^ay  their  contribution  f)r  two  successive  years,  and 
al.so  the  names  of  such  as  have  failed  to  return  their  Certificates  of  Mem- 
bership, after  ha\ing  been  onicially    disconnected  witli  t'ne  Association  and

AR'i'lCLi:  li.-Ol'   C-o.MMITTLl-S. 


Section  i.  There  shall  be  three  standing  connnittees  :  An  I'xecutive 
Committee  of  seven  members,  and  a  Ikisiness  Connnittee,  and  Committee 
on  Papers  and  Queries,  each  to  consist  of  three  members,  and  to  be  an- 
nually elected  or  api)ointed,  according  to  will  of  the  Association. 

Section  2.  The  Executive   Committee  of  which    the  Secretary   i-;  an  ex- 
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officio  member,  shall  have  charge  of  the  revision  of  the  RoM,  the  Investiga- 
tion of  applicants  for  membership,  and  the  publication  of  the  proceedings. 
They  shall  report  at  each  Annual  Meeting  the  names  of  such  members  who 
have  become  disconnected  with  tlie  Association,  and  refuse  to  return  their 
Certificates  of  Membership,  and  also  those  who  have  refused  to  pay  their 
annual  dues  for  two  successive  years.  They  shall  present  appropriate  notices 
of  deceased  members.  At  least  one  copy  of  the  Annual  Report  of  Proceed- 
ings, as  published  by  the  Executive  Committee,  shall  be  furnished  each 
member. 

.Sectk)N  3.  The  Business  Committee  shall  be  charged  with  the  tran'=- 
mission  of  unfinished  business  from  one  meeting  to  another,  and  with  C'^I- 
lecting,  arranging,  and  expediting  the  business  throughout  the  various  se.- 
sions  of  the  meeting.  One  of  the  committee  shall  be  a  resident  of  the  town 
or  city  where  the  succeeding  Annual  Meeting  is  to  be  held. 

Section  4.  The  Committee  on  Papers  and  Queries,  shall  receive  all  re- 
jrorts  of  standing  Committees,  and  all  papers  for  the  Association.  They 
shall  designate  which  of  them  .shall  be  read  at  length,  and  which  by  title. 
They  sliall,  in  connection  with  the  Business  Committee,  arrange  the  time 
which  may  be  most  appropriate  and  convenient  for  reading  them.  They 
shall,  near  the  close  of  each  annual  meeting,  report  a  proper  number  of 
questions  of  scientific  and  practical  interest,  the  answers  to  which  may  ad- 
vance the  interest  of  Pharmacy,  and  shall  procure  the  acce;itance  of  as  many 
such  (jiiestions  for  investigation  as  may  he  practicable. 

ARTICLE  III.— OF  MEMBERSHIP. 

.Skction  I.  Every  Pharmacist  and  Druggist  residing  in  the  State,  of  goo:l 
mond  and  professional  standing,  having  had  three  or  more  years  expe- 
rience, either  on  his  own  account,  or  in  the  employment  of  others  in  a 
regular  pharmacy,  or  a  store  where  drugs  or  medicines  are  compounded  and 
sold  as  a  specialty  of  such  store,  graduates  of  regularly  orgar.ized  pharma- 
ceutical schools  or  colleges,  and  licentiates  of  Boards  of  Pharmacy,  are  eli- 
gible to  membership. 

Section  2.  Any  person  eligible  to  membership  may  apply  in  writing  with 
the  endorsement  of  two  members  in  good  standing,  to  any  member  of  the 
Executive  Committee  who  shall  report  his  application  to  said  Committee. 
If  after  investigating  his  claims,  they  shall  approve  his  election,  they  sha'.l, 
at  the  earliest  time  possible,  report  his  name  to  the  Association,  and  he  may 
be  elected  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present  on  ballot. 

Section  3.  No  person  shall  be  considered  a  member  of  this  Association 
until  he  has  signed  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  and  paid  into  the  treasury 
tlie  sum  of  four  dollars  as  an  initiation  fee;  also  the  annual  contribution  for 
the  current  year.  All  persons  who  become  members  shall  be  considered 
permanent  members,  but  maybe  expelled  for  improper  conduct  by  a  vote  of 
t:u-ee-fourths  of  tlie  members  present  at  any  annual  meeting. 

Secti<,N4.  ICvery  member  shall  pay  in  advance  into  the  hands  of  the 
Treasurer  the  sum  of  one  dollar  as  his  yearly  contribution.  Any  one  in  ar- 
rears at  an  annual  meeting  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote,  and  any  one  neg- 
lecting to  pay  his  annual  dues  for  two  successive  years  shill  be  liable  to  lose 
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his  membership.  Members  complying  with  the  preceding  section  of  this 
Article  are  entitled  to  Certificates  of  Membership,  signed  by  the  President, 
a  Vice  President,  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  covenanting  to  return  the 
same  to  the  proper  officer  on  severing  their  connection  with  the  Association. 

Section  5.  Resignations  shall  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Secretary  accom- 
panied with  Certificate  of  Membership,  but  no  resignation  shall  be  accepted 
from  any  one  who  is  in  arrears  to  the  Treasurer.  All  resignations  shall  be 
acknowledged  by  the  Secretary  and  reported  at  the  next  annual  meeting. 

Section  6.  Pharmacists,  chemists  and  other  scientific  men,  who  may 
be  deemed  worthy  of  the  distinction,  may  be  elected  honorary  members. 
They  shall  not  be  required  to  contribute  to  the  funds,  n(jr  shall  they  be  eli- 
gible to  office,  or  to  vote  upon  any  question. 

articlp:  IV.— of  meetings 

Section  i.  The  meetings  shall  be  held  annually,  or  from  time  to  time,  as 
the  Association  may  determine,  provided  that  in  case  of  failure  of  this  from 
any  cause  the  duty  of  calling  the  Association  together  shall  devolve  upon 
the  President  or  one  of  the  Vice  Presideiits,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  2.  At  the  opening  of  each  annual  meeting,  in  the  absence  of  the 
President  or  Vice  Presidents  one  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  take 
the  chair.  In  absence  of  all  a"  President  pro  tempore  shall  be  elected  by 
the  members  present.  In  the  absence  of  the  Secretary  the  presiding  officer 
shall  appoint  a  Secretary />ro  tetnpore. 

Section  3.  Fifteen  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  v.— OF  DELEGATES. 

Section  i.  The  President  shall  annually  appoint  five  delegates  to  the 
American  Pharmaceutical  Association,  and  three  to  the  Virginia  Pliarma- 
ceutical  Association,  and  three  to  the  South  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  A.sso- 
ciation,  the  delegates  shall  present  their  report  at  the  next  annual  meeting 
of  the  Association.     Delegates  shall  be  entitled  to  appoint  alternates.
